Elective System Clause 

The following Is the wording of the 
sections In the Council by-laws that 
provides for the elective system of 
selecting Council members: 

The Faculty Committee on Student 
Activities shall before the first Coun- 
cil meeting In April appoint, at ita dla- 
crotlon, not lest than throe or more 
than five of the Council membera' to 
the Council for the next year follow- 
ing, and such appointmants may be 
made without reetrlction as to de- 
partments.
